"A number of proposals have been made to you and tothe United 
States in the .ast thirty-six hours. I would Appreciate your 
urgently ascertaining whether the Soviet Union is willing imme- 
diately to cease work on these bases in Cuba and render the 
weapons inop:iable vnder UN verification sq that various solu. 
tions can be ciscussed," 


4. Secretary Rusk s immacized the air incident in the Far East involving 
a U-2 overflying the ISSR due to navigational difficulties which resulted 
in Soviet fighters beis, scrambied from a base near Wrangel Island. The 
President decided not ὁ Say anything about the incident unless the Soviets 
publicized it, 


5. A letter from the Fc esident to Kl: vushchev was discussed and approved. 


6. General Taylor re;orted on current military planning, recommending 
that air surveillance bu continued, The President directed that the day 
air reconnaissance mission be flown tomorrow without fighter escort, 
However, if MIG planes attack the reconnaissance planes, U.S. fighters 
will attack them. Planning is under way for a general air response and 
for an attack on any SAM site firing on U.S, planes, A decision on the 
appropriate response will await x eports as to whethe: tomorrow's recon- 
naissance missions encounter opposition and upon replies to messages 
sent to U Thant and Khrushchev, 
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%. There was a general discussion of how to handle the response to 
Knrushchev's public letter to the President, including the question of 
missiles in Turkey. 
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
